Is contmuation of my letter No, 422G.M., dated the 30th December 1874, on the 
subject of the admimstration of the district road funds in the Chittagong Division during 
the cess yeat JS74-7 4, Lhave the honor to submit the following supplementary report a 
promised therein. 

2. Chillagvag—In the district of Chittagong five meetings of tho Road Committee were 
held to carry on general business. 

3. ‘The Jate Magistrate and Chairman reports that the members took scarcely any 
interest or acuve part in the proceedings 5 that they were of little ar no aesistance ; that no 
original action was taken by them ; und that they merely approved of what was snggested to 
them by the Charman. “My Kishwood, however, the present Magistrate, differa from the 
opin expressed by Mr. Veater on the snbyect, and states that, so far as his experience gocs, 
he has had oceasion to form 2 much more favorable opinion of the comimttec. 

4 As regards the nuexpended balance mentioned in paragraph 10 of my report above 
referred to, thr Magistrate explains that the savings shown under the head of establishment are 
attributable to the fact that "no eharge was made to the district works on account of pro- 
yancial establishincut of the Pubhe Works Department, as wax anticipated when the budget 
estimate far district works was-enbmitted, excopt the pay of a local fund clerk and a few

7. Advertng to paragraph 12 of my report, the Magistrate states that no repairs were 
effected to the Mectasura road, owing to the early settiog in of the rains, as above mentioned ; 
thot the repaira of Boulkhnlly towing paths could not he taken into hand, as the estimate for 
deepening the Boalkhally canal was not sanctioned during the year, the spare earth of which 
‘was to have beon used in repairmg these towiug paths; and that no repairs could be made to 
the Rangoma road, ae there was no Government laud adjacent to it from which the requisite 
earth could be taken, Wut it is stated that the owaera of the adjoining loud» bavo now 
consented to carth being taken up for repairs of this roed without any compensation. 

8. Tipperak—During the cess year 1873-74 eight meetings of the District Road Com- 
mittee were held in the Tipperah dstrict, and the numberof members who attended was, it ix 
reported, good, being generally about half the total number. 

9. ‘With’ reference to paragraph 21 of my report, the Magistrate reporta that the worke 
performed in the district conkinted of petty repairs, which were done, as has already been 
Joported, under the immediate supervision of the Executive Engineer. @n the Latsham road 
the work consisted of the repairs of sundry masonry bridges and the filling up of plucos 
where the road had been worn away during the previous rains. The repairs done to the 
other two roads, sis, Compan gunge and Erabmmpberish roadé, are alno atated tp have boen 
ofa similar natare, jagistrate reports, after pertonal inspection, that the repairs to 
‘the above mentioned roads havo becn properly executed, ‘i 

10, The only original work undertaken duriog the year in tho Ty district was the 
erestion of the Hoad Cost Committee Bangalow, wlich, iti reported by the Magiatzae, hes 
also been completed in a antiafsctory manner. ‘ 

11. Noetholly.—During the cess year 1878-74 only two meetings of the District Rosd » 
Committes were held in the Noakbolly district, and the number of members who attmded, 
it is reported, wes hardly sufficient to form a quorum. As the mambers took iitlle or no 
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interest in matters of local improvement, the Chairman atates that he intends to effect « 
thorough reformation in the constitution of the comimiitce. 

12. The Chairman was unable to state in detail how each item of work was carried out 
iu the district, He states, however, that he has inspected most of the roads tipon which 
repairs have been carried out, that they have qeen properly done, that the expenditure 
appears to have been worked up to, ard that the same remarks apply to the orizital works 
completed. 

13. Will Tracts —The Depaty Comnmssiover of the MLM Tracts reports thut the works 
entered iu the orginal cytimates could not be carried out to the full exteut, owing to the

‘Rule 96—The space measured off for emigrants shall be fitted, along the sides of the 
‘estel, mith () n boarding three feet high, rising from the plankeheer of the vessel, and (6) 
thick and sound canvas curtaius, hanging from foof to deck, with veatilatiog space under the 
enves, and fastening closely to the deck below. But from the month of October to March, 
both ‘inclusive, the three-feet boarding shall completely enclose the emigrants’ deck apace, 
and, besides the side curtains, there shall be mmilar curtains bung, one at each end of the 
Geck, ao as to convert the entire epsce silotted to emigrants into a thoroughly sheltered 

‘ot, with ventilating spaces near the rof for the exit of heated and utwhalesome 
inrge compartment shall, moreover, br sub-divided into three smaller compart- 
ments .by a couple of intermediate cartains, stretched right across the deck spaoe from one 
tide of the vessel to the other ; but, instead of extending slmost up to the roof, as the 
cartains at the sides and ends must do, rained to a height of six feet only, messoring from the 
deck upwards, tho apace above being left clear and open for the purpones of frea ventilation.
